C alifornia C apitalist* Flocking to N'ew 
Y ork. 
N ew Y o rk , February 21st.—The Time» to­ 
day has nearly a column on the movements 
of California capitalists here during the*’ at 
two weeks. Californians of wealth have been 
flocking to New York in squads, and a citi 
zen of San Francisco visiting the Boreel 
building on Broadway might almost imagine 
himself in his own city, in the Stock Ex­ 
change on Piue street, so many familiar faces 
would greet him. With bankers leaving San 
Francisco to establish themselves here come 
many clerks and secretaries who are to take 
charge of offices as soon as they are estab­ 
lished. That the movement is a genuine one, 
and intended to be permanent, is evident 
from the energy with which it is being prose­ 
cuted and the money behind it. YVith the 
proposed Mining Stock Exchange is to be asso­ 
ciated a bank and clearing house for mining 
stocks. 
Several meetings have been held during the 
week of parties interested, aud considerable 
progress has been made iu arranging for the 
formation of a new Exchange and bank. They 
adjourned last evening, however, without de­ 
ciding upon any absolute plan, although a 
majority are substantially agreed oa all but 
minor details. One of the features of the 
new Board will be that no responsibility for 
expenses of the management of the new 
mines shall be incurred by members, each 
seat tieing simply a license affording ail the 
advantages that an Exchange can afford. 
It is proposed to sell the first 500 seats at 
the following rates : The first 100 at $1,000 ; 
the second at $2,000; the third at $3,000; 
the fourth at $5,000 ; the fifth at $10,000. It 
is understood in mining circles that the presi­ 
dency of the bank has been tendered to Mil­ 
ton S. I.atham. None of the gentlemen 
comprising the committee were willing to 
vouch for the truth of the rumor. George 
D. Roberts is one of the principal movers in 
the new scheme. He says: The gentlemen 
engaged in organizing this Board here did not 
pro,>ose to wait and be buried iu the ruins, 
and when war was made on the great industry 
of the Golden State, they gathered their 
household goods and came to New York. 
The result will be that all the good mines of 
the West will in a short time be organized 
here. Tiiis city will be the headquarters and 
distributing point for the mines of the coun­ 
try, and the management of those of the en­ 
tire Pacific coast will come here. He stated 
that the ubject of the bank is to facilitate 
the purchase and sale of mining stocks, and 
to that end we must furnish as much accomo­ 
dation as has been customarily given in San 
Francisco. The banks in this city do not 
recognize the mining stocks as good security, 
and refuse to advance money on them. The 
result naturally is, that the sales are small. 
Wre want to accommodate the men who 
want to buy mining stocks on a margin. 
As it is now, mining speculation is strictly 
a cash business, and it must remain so 
until some bank is found willing to ad­ 
vance money on stock and buy and sell on a 
margin. The money realized from the sale of 
seats in the Beard will partially constitute the 
capital of the bank, but we shall undoubtedly 
add to that as occasion demands. Forinstance, 
I have good stock which I want to get on the 
market. 1 can deposit a certain sum in the 
bank to be loaned on account of that stock 
and uae.l as a margin for those who wish to 
buy. In this way I give facilities for creating 
a mfitket for my stock, aud I virtually add to 
the capital of the bank, whatever that may 
be. 1 wish it distinctly understood that we 
have no wish to injure the old Board. 
I cannot tell now what mines will be 
listed iu the new Exchange, but every one 
which offers will be carefully investigated, 
and will be excluded unless we know it to 
possess merits. Notldng but properties of 
value will be placed on the list. Neither 
Board nor bank will be run in the interest of 
any clique, and the fact that a stock is worthy 
to be li.-ted in the Board will entitle its holder 
to any favors from the bank in the shane of 
loans or margins. Several hundred applica­ 
tion have beeu made for seats in the Board, 
including many New Yorkers as well as Cal­ 
ifornians.

W heelixg (W. Va.), February 21st.—The 
facts connected with the incendiary firo at 
Clays ville, Penn., reciting the particulars of 
the attempt of a youngrnan to fire his father’s 
house, mentioned in these dispatches last 
evening, are augmented to-day by fuller re­ 
ports from the scene of the occurreuce. James 
Worrell, the son. and perpetrator of the un­ 
natural crime, was studying for the ministry, 
and a few evenings before the fire led a prayer 
meeting. It seems his desire for money had 
become a mania with him.

The enemy were pursued until 
nightfall, which saved them from annihila­ 
tion.

THE FRENCH COMMUNE. 


FOIÍM1GN NEWS. 
Thr Attempt on the life of the «'zar. 


N e w 
Y o r k , February 21st.— A London 
special gives the following from the Stand­ 
ard's Berlin correspondent: “ Lately the 
Czar hardly ever left the Winter Palace. 
When he went abroad he was surrounded by 
a cloud of mounted officers, who concealed 
the carriage and protected the inmate with 
their bodies. In the palace he was accessible 
only to diplomatists, dignitaries and offieers 
of the housthould. At the chapel detectives 
occupied seats that were formerly reserved 
for distinguished visitors. Detectives infested 
the kitchen. Every dish was tasted by per­ 
sons of rank specially selected for the pur­ 
pose. The Emperor did not even venture to 
open his letters, documents steeped in poison 
having been repeStediy sent to him. Yet, 
with all these elaborate precautions, it oc­ 
curred to nobody to search for an advertised 
and placarded mine in the basement. The 
Emperor aud the Duchess of Edinburgh were 
seated in an apartment next to the dining­ 
room, when they heard the report of the ex­ 
plosion. The lights were extinguished and 
the gas pipes burst. The Princess, officers 
and valets went blindly through the dark, 
and then poured promiscuously through the 
doors of the royal apartments. The sov­ 
ereign was found gropmg his way out of the 
fartal quarter. All who saw the sight—the 
picture of Alexander II. leading his daughter 
away from the mine of dynamite—3ay it was 
one that could never be forgotten. ”

St. P e t e r s b u r g , February 21st.—All the 
workingmen who occupied the cellar of the 
Winter Palace previous to the explosion have 
been found.

the explosion of the mine under the railway 
was operated. If the fact is established to 
the satisfaction of the French Government, 
he will be surrendered as a common murder­ 
er, although thtre is no extradition treaty be­ 
tween France aDd Russia.

Colonel Synge writes to the British 
Consul at Salónica, urging him to prevent 
the dispatch of troops, as the brigands 
threaten to kill him and his wife if an a^med 
force is sent against them. Sir Austin Lay­ 
ard has ordered the British gunboat Rapier 
to Salónica to inquire as to the best course to 
pursue for their liberation. 
BeTolntion in V enezuela. 
N ew Y o rk , February 21st.—Advices from 
Caracas, Venezuela, to the 6th instant, state 
a rising occurred at Ciudad Bolivar, on the 
'_9th ultimo. General Castillo Cortes, Com­ 
mander of that place, was killed, and the 
rebels proclaimed Geueral Colina their Chief. 


The French Republic’s second ordeal— 
namely, the withstanding the faults of its 
friends—is now assuming rather threaten­ 
ing proportions; and interested alarmists 
have been so successful in spreading fear­ 
ful rumors that "the coming storm in 
Paris ” begins to be spoken of by Royalist 
and Imperialist papers, both in France and 
Germany, as a thing from which escape 
is Ecarcely tobe hoped for. This “ coming 
storm ” is, for the present, nothing more 
than an empty phrase ; bnt it would be 
vain aud even foolish to Bhut one’s eyes to 
the fact that distrust and discontent arc 
growing, and that the Government seem to 
be intent on doing their best to increase 
instead of allaying the angry displeasure 
of the public. This ia the more provok­ 
ing, as M. Grevy’s first Cabinet baa every­ 
thing smooth before them, and are willfully 
spoiling the most splendid situation a 
Cabinet could have dreamed of. 
The Communist movement of 1871 was 
an exceedingly complex one. Two main 
feelings, however, were easily discernible 
in i t : On the one side a feeling of uncon­ 
trollable rage against the Government 
which had brought the insane German war 
upon us, and against the now universally 
acknowledged incapacity of the imperial 
military chieftains; and, on the other, a 
most intense feeling of attachment and de­ 
votion to the municipal institutions, on the 
strengthening aud free development of 
which the people of France at large, and 
most of the people at l’ai is, relied to raise 
France again from the abyss of grief .and 
shame into which she had fallen. Add to 
these the repeated and persistent provoca­ 
tions of the Monarchist Assembly-, which, 
first at Bordeaux and soon after at Ver­ 
sailles, openly mocked "at restoring a mon­ 
archy, and at taking from Paris not only- 
her glory as the French capital, but all her 
municipal liberties—and you will, without 
the shade of a doubt, come with me to the 
conclusion that the day when the Versaillese 
Generals would ask the Parisians to give np 
their arms would infallibly be the first day- 
ef a tremendous battle. Everybody knew 
this would happen ; and everybody on the 
Versailles side as well as on the Paris side 
madly ruehed into the fratricidal civil war. 
After a six-weeks struggle the victory re­ 
mained with the Versad lese ; and the way 
they achieved their victory can be summed 
up in a feww-ords—indiscriminate shooting 
and wholesale massacre ! When the mas­ 
sacre was put an end to, another aud 
scarcely less terrible kind of retribution 
began, namely, the trial of Communist 
prisoners by the very men who had fought 
them, and who were still hot from the 
fray. Giving to this kind of trial the name 
of justice seems to me to be rather a per­ 
version of the meaning of words. Never 
was so cruel or so bloody a page written in 
the history of the French nation, and I 
am not surprised that the great majority 
of the French people are haunted with an 
impatient [desire to throw the thickest of 
v tils over the remembrance of those 
unfortunate, and, to say the truth, 
shameful days. 
I 
particularly and 
fully realize the wish of the gov­ 
erning classes to sec the French workmen 
forget that civil war and the devilish 
hatred with which it was repressed. But 
this is not quite so easy as our well to-.lo 
feliow-citizens pretend. Wives who lost 
their husbands, mothers who lost their 
sons, children who pined away their miser­ 
able life for want of the loving bread-win­ 
ner who for Dine loug years was heard of 
only at long intervals from New Caledonia 
—these cannot, even if they would, forget 
the sufleriugs they have gone through, 
and the hard, relentless cruelty they have 
experienced at the hands of those profess­ 
ing to be their betters. One thing, and 
one only, could have to a certain extent 
assuaged the popular feelings: it was a 
full, a generous amnesty, instead of which 
we could get from the present Cabinet and 
Chambers only a grudgingly partielle (par­ 
tial) and partíale (biassed) amnesty. 
The mistake of the present Government 
is to believe that there are in the lower 
ranks of the French people a large number 
of men, or families, who wish to revive 
something like the horrible situation of 
which the outcome was the Commune. 
This is a complete mistake, an error the 
more dangerous as it can be acted upon by 
the euemies of the Republic—not the Com­ 
munists, but the Bonapart¡3ts, Legitimists, 
Orleanists, and all the Clericals. History 
teaches us that when 
their blood 
is up the French working-classcs are 
the 
most 
dangerous. 
It is war, 
real war, which they 
mean theD, 
not boxing or fisticuffing. But it requires 
a series of oppressions to bring them up to 
that terrible state, and in their usual mood 
they are the most easily governed people 
on the earth. The guiltier are their Gov­ 
ernments not to understand this good dis­ 
position, and avail themselves of it to carry 
. out improvements by ever so alow pro­ 
! cesses but never failing installments of re-

B enefits of Exercise.—In addition to 
the physical benefits derived from athletic 
exercise, it has a moral value ; it affords a 
diversion and a vent to those animal ener­ 
gies which otherwise are sure to explode in 
debauch and all kinds of vicious excesses. 
The sympathetic thrill by which the mind 
accompanies a daring gymnastic feat, and 
the enthusiasm of athletic contests, form 
the most salutary, and perhaps the only, 
normal gratification of that love of excite­ 
ment which is cither the legitimate mani­ 
festation of a healthy instinct or else a 
wholly irremediable disease of our nature. 
The soul needs emotion as the body needs 
exercise—a fact we do not, as a people, 
realize. In times of scarcity the paupers 
of China and .Siam silence the clamors of 
their hungry children by dosing them with 
opium ; and for analogous reasons millions 
of our feliow-citizens seek relief in alcohoL

W a s h i n g t o n , February 22d.—At the meet­ 
ing of the Democratic National Committee, 
to be held here to-morrow, Senator Farley 
will -et by proxy for Frank McCoppin, the 
California member, and Judge McKerkle 
will represent Robert Keating, the member 
for Nevada. Congressman Whiteaker is Or­ 
egon’s representative on the committee, and 
will appear in person. 
The probabilities that Cincinnati will be 
selected a* the place for holding the National 
Convention have been strengthened to-day 
by tbe developments of the fact that the Chi­ 
cago delegation is determined that St. Louis 
shall not win, and the St. Lou's men are dead 
set against Chicago, while each delegation is 
in favor of Cincinnati as against the other. 
New York does not waut the Convention, 
and Pennsylvania men have abandoned their 
original intention of working for Indianapo­ 
lis. The representatives of these two States 
will, it is said, support the proposition to hold 
the Convention in Washington, but none cf 
the Western men favor Washington, and the 
indications to-night point strongly to the se­ 
lection of Cincinnati. 
A writer in the Sunday Capital to-day, 
who is known to be a gentleman of responsi­ 
bility, asserts that Seuor Don Juste Arase- 
mena, Minister Resident from Colombia, has 
prepared and printed a pamphlet attacking 
the Monroe doctrine, and arguing against tbe 
policy which President Hayes is understood 
to have adopted on that subject, and with 
reference to the interoceaniccanal. He says 
that Senor Arasemena has caused copies of 
the pamphlet to be circulated among certain 
member* of the House, and has had them 
sent to some Senators who are supposed to be 
advocates of the caral project and in favor of 
the Monroe doctrine. The writer of this 
article severely criticises Senor Arasemena’s 
action a> an instance of intermeddling with 
our affairs by a foreign minister, which re­ 
calls the case of the French Embassador 
Genet, who, in 1793, openly and insultingly 
antagonized President Washington’s Fratico- 
Eagiish neutrality proclamation. In that 
instance General Washington resented the 
French Minister’s conduct, and character­ 
ized it, in a Cabinet meeting, as an in­ 
sult and disrespectful, and insisted that Genet 
be ordered to pack up and go home. The 
article also assails Secretary Evarts in 
pointed terms, for his well-known advocacy 
of a “ policy of delay ” in regard to an of­ 
ficial declaration by President Hayes, reaf­ 
firming the Monroe doctrine in furtherance 
of the construction of an interoceanic canal 
under the auspices of the LTnited States, and 
charges that the causes of Evarts’ hesitancy 
in the matter are twofold, namely, first, that 
his vanity would be offended by the President 
obtaining the credit for a position on the sub­ 
ject which he (Evarts) did not initiate, and 
secondly, and chiefly, that Evarts is an at­ 
torney for the Panama Pacific Railroad 
Company, whose property will be greatly de­ 
preciated if not wholly destroyed in vahie by 
the construction of a canal across any portion 
of the American Isthmus.

AND 
THE 
INSURANCE 
QUESTION. 


THE 
RELIEF 
OF 
THE 
DESTITUTE. 


On Saturday we published a statement 
regarding the Howard Benevolent Associa­ 
tion, which demands the most serious at­ 
tention of all citizens of Sacramento. 
Under the new Constitution State aid to 
the Association is no longer attainable, 
and it becomes necessary to determine 
what shall be done to keep up that sys­ 
tem of relief which the Howards have 
hitherto administered. 
In the first place 
it must be realized that there is no way of 
evading the burden of poor relief. 
As we 
showed on Saturday, the Howards are now 
taking care of a number of unfortunates 
who, if they abandon the work, must be 
provided for by the city government. 
All 
of these people, or nearly all, arc incapable 
of becoming independent, but many of 
them are doing more for themselves now 
than they would be likely to do under any 
other system. 
If the 
Howards are 
to 
maintain 
their 
organization they 
must bo guaranteed a certain support from 
private charity. 
If the poor arc to be pro­ 
vided for by taxation, it will be necessary 
to create an entirely new and by no means 
inexpensive machinery for that purpose. 
There must then be an Almshouse or some 
building of the kind elected, and that at 
once calls for a considerable expenditure. 
An Almshouse, moreover, would inevita­ 
bly serve as a point of attraction to tramps 
and destitute persons over a large area, 
and it would be necessary to keep a strong 
force there to preserve order, while the 
demand for relief would certainly be very 
much greater than heretofore. 
The How­ 
ards have done a roble work, but it 
is felt as a grievance that the bur­ 
den of 
supporting 
them has almost 
always been thrown upon a few citizens, 
and that the majority have escaped their 
just share of the outlay. 
It is this feel­ 
ing which prompts the desire for a resort 
to tfxation, but those who favor that 
method ought to realize what it involves, 
and that it cannot be adopted without a 
large immediate expenditure, and probably 
a considerable permanent addition to the 
expenses of city government. 
The ques­ 
tion, however, is not only serious but press­ 
ing, and some decision must be reached 
regarding it within the next thirty days. 
The poor must be taken care of, and the 
only question is, in what mauner shall the 
public charity be administered ? 


♦ 
TRYING 
IT 
ON. 
The A. and P. Railroad Company have 
apparently resolved to put the question of 
their Pacific terminus up to auction. Even 
before their ability or intention to complete 
their road is at all satisfactorily demon­ 
strated, they have begun to send letters to 
the Chamber of Commerce at San Francisco 
and various other places, stating that “ the 
“ Pacific terminus is as yet undecided 
“ upon, although strong inducements are 
“ offered at various points.” 
And they 
add : “ If your citizens will extend suffi- 
“ cient inducement* and secure for us 
“ terminal facilities in San Francisco, with 
“ the necessary right of way thereto, 
“ we will at once take steps to exam­ 
" ine into the matter, with the view 
“ of commencing work at your end 
“ of the road at the earliest practicable 
“ date.” It appears to us that there is 
here very little to build upon. 
San Frau­ 
cisco is asked what she will give to have 
the Atlantic and Pacific terminus there. 
She is to bid against the “ various points ” 
that have already offered “ strong induce- 
“ ments.” When she has done this the 
Atlantic and Pacific folks will ‘ ‘ take steps 
“ to examine into the matter, with a view” 
to beginning to make preparations for com­ 
mencing to lay out the ground for a thor­ 
ough discussion of the preliminaries, we 
suppose. 
It is gravely suggested that an 
excellent opportunity is here afforded for 
giving the idle labor of San Francisco 
something to do, but unless we 
are 
greatly mistaken these unemployed persons 
are likely to wait some time for work if 
they decline all offers until they can secare 
employment on the new line of railroad. 
In fact, for people who are presumably 
hungry now, and who cannot afford to re­ 
main much longer without something to do, 
we fear that the new enterprise is likely to 
prove a very intaugible and unsatisfactory 
sort of affair. 
As for San Francisco, per­ 
haps her citizens had better ascertain what 
kind of “ strong inducements ” have been 
offered the A. & P. at the “ various points*' 
so vaguely indicated by Mr. Thomas Nick­ 
erson. 


Mr. C. T. Hopkins, the champion of the 
new insurance monopoly programme, at­ 
tempts, in a long letter to a contemporary, 
to justify Senate Bill No. 1SS. 
We shall 
deal here only with his own statements re­ 
garding the results to be looked for from 
the passage of that bill, and out of his own 
mouth we shall condemn him. 
He asserts 
that if this bill becomes a law the “ public 
“ interest will be greatly subserved; First— 
“ By the retention of a larger portion than 
“ at present of the profits from insurance in 
“ the State. 
Second—By the permanent 
‘ ‘ exclusion of local, foreign and East- 
“ ern wildcats from California. Third—- 
“ By restricting admission to this State 
“ to the best class of companies, all of 
“ whom will* have secured all probable 
“ liabilities to our citizens, by the deposit 
“ or investment of at least §500,000 within 
“ reach of our Courts, and who will con­ 
tr ib u te their quota towards general 
“ taxation. 
These are positively all the 
“ important points sought to be gained by 
“ the bill.” The first allegation does not 
tend to justify the bill in any way. 
It is 
not to the interest of the public that a 
larger portion of the profits from insurance 
should be retained in the State. 
It is to 
the interest of the local insurance compa­ 
nies alone that this should be the case, and 
their interests are not identical with those 
of the public. 
The question of the reten­ 
tion of the profits of insurance is one which 
has no importance from a public stand­ 
point. 
W hat the public interest demands 
is safe insurance, and if that can ba more 
certainly attained by doing ail the busi­ 
ness of the State with foreign and East­ 
ern companies, it is the part of wisdom to 
adopt that course. 
The public do not 
pay premiums in order to make dividends 
for local companies, but in order to secure 
their property. 
They are only inter­ 
ested in knowing 
how best 
to ob­ 
tain that security, and the passage of a 
law which proposes to retain the profits 
of insurance in the State, at the sacrifice of 
safety for the property insured, would be 
a fatuous proceeding. 
Second, as to the al­ 
leged “ exclusion of local, foreign and 
“ Eastern wildcats from California.” This 
allegation is merely a conveniently loose 
way of slandering whatever companies find 
it impracticable to comply with the pro­ 
visions of Senate Bill No. 188. 
As the 
majority of the foreign and Eastern com­ 
panies would withdraw if that bill was 
enacted, Mr. Hopkins could (and probably 
would) pretend that their withdrawal was 
an evidence of their unsoundness ; but as 
many of those companies which would 
with draw represent a larger capital than all 
the local companies put together can show, 
this view is hardly tenable. 


The truth is that very few companies 
could afford to comply with such a law, 
because there can be no guarantee that it 
would not be adopted in other States. 
A 
company might comply with it in one 
State without special injury, but if all the 
States followed the same policy it is per­ 
fectly clear that the business of insurauce 
would be destroyed, since it would be no 
longer possible to obtain any real security 
for the risks taken. 
The third allegation, 
namely, that the deposit or investment of 
§500,000 would “ secure all probable lia- 
“ bilities to our citizens,” is simply ridicu­ 
lous. The deposit of §500,000 would of 
itself give the public no more security than 
they had before. 
For Mr. Hopkins, with 
all his affected knowledge of insurance, 
does not appear to comprehend (or, per­ 
haps, does not find it convenient to re­ 
member), that the security offered by an 
insurance company does not consist in the 
amount of its capital, but iu the nature 
and distribution of its risks. 
A company 
with a capital of §200,000 may afford bet­ 
ter security to the insurer than a company 
with §1,000,000 capital, if the one is doing 
a cautious and well-distributed business, 
and the latter is carrying over-insured and 
concentrated risks. 
Now Mr. Hopkins 
admits that the bill he defends would drive 
at least §40,000,000 of capital out of the 
State. 
This indeed is an underestimate, 
but the admission will serve our purpose 
notwithstanding. 
He clainls that it will 
concentrate the business also, and that 
means th a tit will diminish the security of 
the public. 
Even now the local companies, 
as we have shown, are carrying far heavier 
risks than they ought to, and even now 
they do not afford adequate protection to 
insurers. 
But if this bill passed they 
would divide 
among 
them at least 
840,000,000 more risks, 
and when a 
great fire came 
it would be found 
that the §500,000 deposit clause was 
really no additional security. 
Tiius it 
appears from the statements of Mr. Hop­ 
kins himself that the bill he advocates is 
against public policy, and after such an 
exhibit from its 
chief defender it is 
scarcely necessary to say anything more. 
It is in fact a bad bill in all essentials, and 
its enactment would work serious and per­ 
manent injury to tlie State. 
If the local 
insurance companies cannot hold their own 
without being bolstered up in this way, 
they had better go into liquidation, but 
assuredly they have no right to come be­ 
fore the legislature and demand that all 
the property in the State shall be jeop­ 
ardized for the sake of creating artificial 
business for their special benefit. 
The 
doctrine of Protection is a vicious one un­ 
der all circumstances, but it would be a 
fatal one, as far as the pnblic interests are 
concerned, if applied to insurance.

A 
PRACTICAL 
STEP 
TAKEN 
AT 
LAST. 


The San Francisco Board of Health has 
declartd the Chinese quarter to he a 
nuisance, and steps will be at once taken 
for its abatement. 
There can be no doubt 
of the legitimacy of this mode of procedure, 
and it is altogether justified by the circum­ 
stances. 
The existence of the Chinese 
quarter has long been a standing wonder to 
the rest of the world. 
The people of San 
Francisco have exclaimed against it, and 
cited its abominations as evidence of the 
barbarism of the Chinese, yet it has 
been suffered to remain in statu quo, 
though it has always been obvious that 
the municipality possessed full power to d» 
away with its evil features. 
Indeed, the 
people and press of the East have repeat­ 
edly called attention to this strange in­ 
action. 
They have said : “ If it be true, as 
“ you San Franciscans say, 
that the 
“ Chinese herd together like pige, in utter 
“ defiance of all sanitary laws, in filth 
“ and dirt unimaginable, what kind of a 
“ local government must yours be, to allow 
“ the continuance of so dangerous and dis­ 
graceful a state of things?” And there 
has never been any satisfactory' answer to 
these questions. 
The Chinese Quarter, 
indeed, would almost seem to have been 
preserved and maintained as a shocking 
example. 
It has certainly furnished a 
great deal of excellent ammunition to the 
enemies of those who live in it. 
The city 
authorities could have declared it a nui­ 
sance just as easily five, or ten, or fifteen 
years ago, as last week, and the declaration 
would have been as true, and as susceptible 
of proof. It is, no doubt, the case that all 


is not said or done when this step is taken, 
bat the difficulties of dealing with the 
matter are neither greater nor less than 
they 
have 
always been, 
and 
there 
can be no question that the nuisance 
calls for abatement. 
The details of 
the work before the municipality are 
likely to present a great many knotty 
poiuts. 
There are 25,000 Chinese who 
have to live somewhere, at least for the 
present. Nevertheless the Chinese Quarter 
ought to be cleaned out, and its horrible 
rookeries and noisome cellars thoroughly 
purged, if that be possible. 
The work is 
no holiday task, and will tax the adminis­ 
trative capacity of the focal government to 
the utmost, but now that a beginning has 
been made it should be carried forward as 
rapidly as possible. 
Whatever rights and 
privileges the Chinese may claim under 
treaties, they have no right or privilege to 
live in filth among civilized people, and 
they can be made to obey hygienic regula­ 
tions without any danger of coming in col­ 
lision with the supreme law of the land. 


WHAT THEY TALK ABOUT. 


Editorial Expression of Newspapers on 
the Pacific Coast. 
The Colusa Sun favors a license law for 
ownership of land in citie3. 
The Truckee Republican urges the build­ 
ing of a railroad to Sierra valley, the cost 
to be §500,000. 
The Russian River Flarj holds that from 
the General Government alone can relief 
from Chinese immigration be bad. 
The Virginia Enterprise hails with pleas­ 
ure the fact that Congress is about to take 
hold of the food adulteration problem. 
The Yreka Journal approves the action 
of the Republicans in the Legislature in 
taking charge as well as responsibility of 
legislation. 
The Folsom Telegraph thinks the work 
at the Branch Prison is a silent witness of 
its excellence and against the charge that 
it was slighted. 
The Salinas City hules argues at length 
in favor of a canal from Moss Landing up 
Tembladera slough by Castroville and so 
on to or near Salinas. 
The Austin Reveille favors a State Con­ 
vention of Republicans to nominate dele­ 
gates to the National Republican Conven­ 
tion, and urges the State Committee to call 
it, and not assume to name delegates. 
The Willows Journal asks: 
“ What 
right has this State to prohibit its citizens 
from killing their own birds, whether it is 
for the fun or only for the purpose of hav­ 
ing a stew ? The pigeons that are killed at 
trap-shooting are taken home and used for 
food.” 
The Nevada Tribune believes the Bodie 
Railroad will not be built if the builders 
are forced to employ only white men, and 
urges that no invitation be extended to 
white laborers to come and work an the 
road, as it would injure the permanent 
white laborers of the State. 
The Reno Gazette says : The Truckee 
people are agitating the question of a rail­ 
road to the Plumas Eureka mines. Such 
a road would open 
up an immense 
timber belt as well as the farming country 
in Sierra and other valleys. Reno has many 
advantages over Truckee as the termin­ 
al for such a road. 
It would have no such 
high mountains to cross, with their immense 
banks of snow. 
The line is shorter and 
through equally good forests and as fine 
ranches. 
The Chico Enterprise says : 
“ One diffi­ 
culty about the Assembly is that there are 
too many men in it who are ‘ hell-bent’ on 
becoming famous, and who are deluded 
with the false notion that much senseless 
rant and profane mouthiugs will pass for 
wisdom among the people. 
Especially are 
the ‘ Workingmen’ given to taking up the 
time of this body by rehashing the argu­ 
ments of the sand lots of the last cam­ 
paign. 
Instead of conciliating the mem­ 
bers of the Republican and Democratic 
parties, like Don Quixote, they are daily 
tilting at wind-mills.” 


SNOWED 
UNDER. 


The storm of sleet and snow that com­ 
menced on Wednesday continued 
all 
through the night without the accompani­ 
ment of high wind, hut the snowflakes 
came down thick and fast, and by daylight 
nearly a foot of heavy, damp snow covered 
the ground, and under its weight shrub­ 
bery wa3 bent and the limbs of trees 
bioken. * Throughout yesterday more or 
less snow fell, and altogether there must 
have been as much as eighteen inches in 
this vicinity, though, being wet, it settled 
to a depth of about fourteen inches. 
The 
temperature was moderate, giving fear 
that a rain might follow and cause a 
rush of water and flood the rivers, as 
undoubtedly 
the 
snowfall 
has 
been 
heavy in the mountains above—perhaps as 
much as six or eight feet. This is the 
heaviest snow-fall experienced in this alti­ 
tude in the foothills in some years, and will 
serve as a complete check to all kinds of 
mining except in quartz, and will embar­ 
rass cases where the mills and hoisting- 
works are not supplied with a good stock 
of fuel. 
In this district, however, such a 
contingency is generally provided for, but 
the handling of quartz to the custom mill 
must stop until such time as the roads are 
in good condition. 
The county is literally 
snow-bound, and has all the appearance of 
an arctic region, without the nip of a 
frozen atmosphere.—[Grass Valley Union, 
February 20th. 


H i g h F r f . s h e t s P r e d i c t e d .—The great 
quantity of snow on the mountains in this' 
county, which the cold weather has formed 
iuto ice to a great extent, together with an 
average of about two feet of packed snow 
along the foothills, promises to make the 
streams boom during the warm spring 
days approaching. 
The principal portion 
of the water shed of Siskiyou, Trinity and 
Del Norte counties, and Southern Oregon, 
will pour into the Klamath, while the 
southern and eastern sides of Mount Shasta, 
the eastern side of the Trinity range, to­ 
gether with all of Modoc county to Goose 
Lake valley, in Oregon, will pour into the 
Sacramento. 
As the Klamath is a swift 
stream, running through great canyons 
nearly the whole way to the coast, no un­ 
usual flooding of country is expected, but 
the Sacramento will test the levees and 
(food the Sacramento valley to a large ex­ 
tent, to cause great damage and loss. 
In 
our own county Scott river is likely to 
cause much loss to farmers in flooding 
their lands on the island, until too late to 
seed, especially since the stream has been 
filled up with debris during late yeafs, 
which might be remedied a good deal by 
pulling out the willows, which catch the 
floating sand, and also impede the speedy 
flow of the water duriDg freshets.—[Yreka 
Journal. 


I m p o r t a n t t o M i x e r s . — The following 
amendments to the Federal law in relation 
to obtaining patents to mining ground, and 
the time for doing assessment work, will 
be found of interest to mine-o.vners and 
prospectors. 
The amendments recently 
passed both houses of Congress and were 
signed by the President: 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre­ 
sentatives oí the United States ol America iu Con­ 
gress assemhled. That Section 23.95 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States be amended by adding 
thereto the following w «rds: 
“ Prowded, That 
where the claimant for a patent is not a resident of 
the land district wherein the vein, lode, ledge or de­ 
posit sought to be patented is located, the affidavits 
required to be made iu this section by the c'aim aut 
for such patent may be made by his, her or its au­ 
thorized agent, where said agent is conversant with 
the facta sought to be established by siiJ affidavits; 
and providtd, th at this section ahali apply to all 
applications now pending for patents to mineral 
lands.” 
Section 2. That Section 2324 of the Revised S tat­ 
utes of the Uiiited States he amended by aiding the 
followiug w ords: 
“ Provided, That the period 
within which the work required to be done annually 
on ail unpatented mineral claims shall commence cn 
the first day of January succeeding the date of lo­ 
cation of such claim, and this section ahall apply to 
snch claims located since the 10th day of Mav, A. D. 
1572.”

The San Francisco Stock and Exchange 
Board pail four dividends of $100 each in 
1S79, equal to §10,000. The Board was 
organized in September, 1862, with 40 
members, 37 signing the roll. A few 
months later the membership was increased 
to 80, and remained at that figure until the 
spring of 1875, when, during the great ex­ 
citement in stocks here, the membership 
was increased to 100, andjthere was one or 
more seats sold at that time as high as 
§40,000. 
The nominal figure of late has 
been $25,000 per seat 
At present there 
are only from 60 to 65 active members. In 
all, the Board has paid dividends to the 
amount of $2,500 per seat on the fall num­ 
ber of seats, equal to $250,000. 
A serious epidemic prevails among the 


horses in Lake county, Or., and also along 
the northern California line. The Lake 
county Examiner rays : From M. A. Fos­ 
ter, who was down from Summer Lake 
Saturday, we learn that the disease shows 
no signs of abating. 
He speaks of it as a 
kind of lung fever, and the animal shows 
Bymptoms similar to those shown by horses 
when afflicted with the epizootic, which 
caused such mortality among horses sev­ 
eral years ago. 
Parton & Dillard have 
lost some sixteen head by the disease. 
Barnham lost five animals last week. 
The 
Fosters have lost a number of valuable an­ 
imals, and others have suffered to a greater 
or less extent. 
There appears to be no 
remedy for the disease. 
In last November, John Bogard, S. A. 
Gyle, S. N. Merrill, S. A. Griggs, and 
Ward & Marlow turned about 25,000 
sheep loose upon the foothills between 
Deer and Mill creeks, about fifteen miles 
east from Tehama. 
The sheep were lately 
gathered in, but between 9,000 and 10,000 
of them were missing. 
Scouts were sent 
out in every direction to see if they could 
find any indications of the mauner in 
which the sheep had disappeared, but al­ 
though some carcasses were found, nothing 
could be discovered to show how the 
sheep had vanished. 
Ten thousand sheep 
ija big loss to suffer out of 25,000, and it 
is seriously thought that they were run 
off, and means will be undertaken to know 
the cause, if possible, of their sudden 
disappearance.—[Red Bluff Sentinel. 
Colusa Sun, February 21st: Last Tues­ 
day Curt. Platt, a fanner residing on the 
east side of the river, just below Prince­ 
ton, had some §2,200 stolen from him by a 
Chinaman who had been at work for him 
two years. 
Mr. Platt had drawn the 
money from the hank at Colusa on Mon­ 
day, and had hid it in the hay in the bam. 
On Tuesday morning he found it all right, 
and wentoutto work withsomeothersin the 
fitfhl. 
The Chinaman went out with them, 
leaving no one about the house but the 
Chinese cook. 
In a few hours Mr. Platt 
sent the Chinaman to the house for some 
water, but he did not return with it. 
Mr. 
Platt weut to the house but found no Chi­ 
naman, and then he went to hunt for his 
money and found it gone. 
The Chinaman 
was seen passing up through Frank Steele’s 
place, and also by the ferry. 
No trace of 
him has been fouud. 
Friday afternoon of last week a German 
by the name of Joseph Tasche, who had 
been employed by J. M. Smith in hauling 
wheat, was found dead close by the river 
about five miles from Vina. Mr. Smith 
and Mr. Cobleigh, when coming to town, 
found the body. The Coroner’s jury found 
that the deceased was 
named Joseph 
Tasche, a native of Germany, aud aged 
about 45 years; came to his death on the 
13th of February, 1SS0, by falling off a 
wagon and laying exposed to the cold air 
during the following n ig h t; that whether 
his death was accidental or intentional, we 
have no means of knowing. 
On a key 
found upon the person of the deceased was 
the following inscription: “ Joe Tasche, 
Sac. Cab, 1880.” It is very evident that 
excess of liquor was the cause of his death, 
as he had been drinking very hard during 
Thursday and Friday.—[Tehama Tocsin, 
February 21st. 
We are informed that the coming sum­ 
mer will be one of considerable activity 
in river mining on the South Fork of 
Feather. 
This stream in early days yielded 
an immense amount of gold, but for several 
years past the water has been diverted 
from its bed so that not enough was left to 
run the necessary pumping machinery 
and do the washing, but within the past 
two years the hurdygurdy wheel has been 
brought to the aid of the miners, aud by 
purchase of a few inches of water from 
the Feather River and Ophir Ditch, the 
claims can lie dra'iied at less expense, and 
work commenced much earlier in the sea­ 
son than when the whole volume of water 
was in the river.

It seems that he had cut down a 
small tree, which in falling had lodged 
against the other, and Mr. Glenn felled an­ 
other tree across the first for the purpose of 
weighing it down, and in doing so one of 
the trees swung around, and as Mr. Glenn 
turned to run he was caught just above the 
heels by the tree, which threw him to the 
ground, and, falling across his Iegffi broke 
both the bmes of each iu two places. 
He 
remained thus pinioned in the snow for 
some time, when his voice was heard by a 
young man, who came to his assistance. 
There was but one way to get him out, as 
the tree was inclined to roll every time it 
was moved, and would thus get across his 
body. 
To dig him out with au ax was the 
only alternative. 
While this was being 
done, Mr. Glenn stood upon his knees and 
encouraged his rescuer, and gave advice 
concerning the best mode of proceeding.

CAPITOL NOTES. 


This being a legal holiday the meeting of 
the C o m m ittees on W ater Rights and Agri­ 
culture, which was to have taken place to­ 
night, has been postponed until W ednesday 
evening, when it will he held in the Assembly 
chamber, and Assembly Bill No. 334, “ To 
promote drainage,” will be discussed before 
the committee. 
The bill introduced by Senator W est, to 
establish a branch Normal School at Los A n­ 
geles, and providing for an appropriation of 
$50,000 to erect a building for th at purpose, 
is regarded at the Capitol as having no pros­ 
pect of becoming a law- a t present, while 
many strong friends of the Norm al School 
feel th at Mr. W est’s bill, introduced at this 
time, can have no other effect than to antago­ 
nize the bill making an appropriation for re­ 
building at San Jose. 
The Assembly Judiciary Committee is not 
indulging in the holiday recess, but remained 
in the city and is making long hours in its 
sessions, to get its work up by the time of re­ 
assembling of the Legislature to-morrow.

The tools and 
derricks were old ones, but conld be made 
over. 
Think something like $2,000 was paid 
for these old tools, etc. 
Some new ones were 
also bought of the ditch company. 
The 
whole amount paid for new and old ones was 
about $3,500, I believe. 
Q.—Did you refuse to certify to the bill 
for these things? A .—Yes, sir; I think I 
did. 
Q .—W hy did you refuse to certify to 
them ? A .—Because I had not weighed the 
m atter and examined the things sufficiently. 
Q.—W hat became of the tools? A .—We 
worked the tools aud derricks over and used 
them. 
Q.—How much cement was used there 
each day on the works ? A .—J ordan used 
from two to three barrels of Portland cement 
each day. 
H e used of Rosedale cement 
about one barrel to three or four barrels of 
lime, and probably used about nine barrels 
of lime each day. 
Q.—I find here at one time an item of 100 
kegs of nails, do you know of anything this 
amount of nails could be used for theu ? 
A.—No, sir. 
Q.—Do you know of anything 175,000 feet 
of lumber could be used for ; I find au item 
of that amount ordered on M ay 13, 1879 ? 
A.—No, s ir ; only a shed was built, th at I 
know of. 
Governor Irw in—I would state th at this 
was intended to complete the whole building. 
To Mr. Irw in—Did your Board authorize 
M r. B ennett to allow Mr. Duncan to draw 
on the N atom a W ater Company for tools or 
anything? 
A .—I think we allowed Mr. 
Duncan to purchase some goods. 
Q —W ill you show me (handing the Board 
records to Mr. Irw in) where it appears on 
your minutes ? A .—I t does not appear upon 
the minutes. 
T hat was not the action of the 
Board, as I know of. 
Q.—If it was not the action of the Board, 
whose action was it? A .—Well, I will take 
the responsibility of it upon myself. 
Q.—W hy did the State make these pur­ 
chases when the work of building the prison 
was uuder contract to Jordan? A .—The 
purchases were made so as to lie ready to go 
on with the work in case Jordan failed. 
(j.—Did you have an idea, when you order­ 
ed it, th at 500 barrels of Portlaud cement 
were necessary at once for th at work ? A — 
No, sir ; not instantly ; we would need it in 
the progress of the work. 
Q.—Did you need 190 kegs of nails then? 
A .—N ot immediately, but would need them 
on the work ; and the same with the 175.000 
feet of lumber—it would be required before 
we got through. 
• 
Q.—Did you expect M r. Jordan, when you 
ordered th at he employ 150 men at once 
upon the work, would be able to comply with 
it? A .—No, sir, we did not, because he had 
not been able to comply with the contract be­ 
fore this. 
Q —Did M r. Bennett go to work in the 
quairy of the Natoma Ditch Company under 
direction of the Board? A .—The fact was, 
we ln d the privilege of working there if we 
could work to advantage, and a trial was 
made, and the quarry did not work satisfac­ 
torily. 
Q .—W ho made such offer to you? A .—I 
don’t know that it was made to the Board. 1 
suppose this information was conveyed to 
M r. Livermore, and not direct to the Board. 
Don’t t' ink it was ever given in any formal 
manner a t all to tho Board. 
Q.—Did you know the excavations and 
work on th at ditch company’s grounds were 
in the direct line of the Natoma ditch canal ? 
A.—I don’t know as I did. 
W e were work- 
iug about sixty men iu the other quarry, and 
employed about the same force in the Natoma 
ditch quarry until it was found ttie stone was 
unsatisfactory. 
Q.—Have you any record to show w hat the 
Board ordered ? 
A .—W e had contracts for 
numerous articles. W hen things were wanted 
D uncan would send down orders to the con­ 
tractor. 
I t was impracticable to take action 
on each order separately. 
Q.—According to your own figuring you 
have expended on cells $101.000, with what 
you have paid Jordan. 
Now, Governor, 
where is the balance of the money th at was 
i._ed on the contract? A .—On balance of the 
building. 
There is cell building, front build­ 
ing, approach building, carpenter work and 
plumbing. 
T hat amount is for stone cells 
alone. 
The iron work and carpenter work 
and plumbing hare been paid for to the 
amount of 90 per cent.

H e played first at a Ge- 
wandhaus concert in 1862, and achieved a 
complete success. 
In 1865 he began his tour, 
appearing in Paris in 1867, in St. Petersburg 
in 1868, and thereafter gave concerts through­ 
out Europe.

took part in W agner’s Bayreuth Festival, 
and is known as an earnest advocate of the 
W agnerian theories of mnsic. 
H e is classed 
next to Joachim as a violinist, and thus 
stands at the front among instrumentalists.

Mass M eeting a t San fra n c isc o -S tirrin g 
Scene at I ¡lion Stall. 
San F r a n c isc o. February 22d.—The an­ 
nouncement that M ayor Kalloch would speak 
at Union H all last night, and the tacit under­ 
standing th a t he would deal with the fresh 
developments of the unemployed labor move­ 
ment, resulted in a concourse of extraordinary 
numbers. 
By 7 o'clock, the street in front of 
the building was crowded with men and wo­ 
men, and the two points of ingress werfe 
packed. 
U nfortuuately, the doors were not 
opened until the pressure from the outskirts 
of the mass become such th at one of the doors 
on the east side was forced open, and the lib­ 
erated crowd poured up th at stairway. 
A 
m inute later the west doors were opened, and 
the rush began at th at point also. 
The 
screams of women, helpless and crushed in 
the crowd, were rather painfully distinct at 
both entrances to the stairways. 
I t was ru­ 
mored th a t Beveral women were nearly as 
badly h u rt as they were scared, and numbers 
of the more tim id did not veuture in until the 
jam was comparatively over. 
In less than a 
quarter of an hour after the doors were opened 
the galleries and the main floor were abso­ 
lutely packed, and many of the late arrivals 
were"not able to gain entrance to the hall at 
all. 
A t the close of the meeting the crowd­ 
ing and pressure were such on the stairway 
leading from the cast gallery th at the wooden 
balusters cracked and swayed, and a score of 
people barely escaped being precipitated to 
the floor. 
The meeting was entirely enthu­ 
siastic during the M ayor’s speech.

The assessed valuation of personal property 
of Chinese living in San Francisco was a total 
of $740,120, upon which the taxes were 813,­ 
965, 
A lthough the num ber of Chinamen 
owning real estate ¡3 not very large, each of 
those who are assessed is assessed for a great 
many pieces. 
Li Po Tai, the Chinese physi­ 
cian, is a very large property-owner, and is 
arse-sed for a great many pieces. 
Oilier 
wealthy Chinamen, whose names are less fa­ 
miliar, except to the Chinese themselves, 
than that of the physician, are also assessed 
for a great many pieces of real estate. 
Of 
the wealthiest of these are Ah Yeck and Ly 
Heunz. 


“ Tlic L ad Peaceable P a ra d e ”—K etten, 
l b . P ia n ist. In ju re d . 
S an F r a n c isc o, February 22d.— “ The 
last peaceable parade of the unemployed,” 
announced on Friday, .came off yesterday 
afternoon. 
M arching along M arket street, 
from the sand lot, the procession turned into 
Eighth street and headed for the San Fran­ 
cisco Candle W orks, on Alabama street. The 
visit was devoid ot any satisfactory results. 
Some of the paraders, who felt restless at 
the long absence of the committee at the fact­ 
ory office, started out to hunt for Chinamen 
in the neighborhood.

The procession then marched down town by 
way of Mission street. 
W hen they passed 
the washhouse of Hop Lee, No. 049 Mission 
street, an attack waa made upou the estab­ 
lishment with brickbats ana cobblestones, 
aud when the last peaceable procession had 
finally passed, the heathen’s washhouse had 
neither sashes nor window panes. 
Several 
firms were interviewed by the committee dur­ 
ing the afternoon, but the results were not 
favorable to their demands. 
In returning to 
the sand lot the para lers principally amused 
themselves with stealing fruit from various 
stands along the route of the march. 
Gan­ 
non, the Chairm an, reported the day’s labors 
and adjourned the crowd, with the injunc­ 
tion to be present at the Union H all meeting 
at night. 
W hile H enri K etten was out horseback 
riding on Friday he was thrown from his 
horse and severely injured, besides breaking 
his nose.

S acramento, F eb ru ary 21, 1380. 
The Senate m et in regular session at 10 a. m., 
Pres d crt Mansfield in the chair. 
Roll called and a quorum present. 
The journal of yesterday was read and approved. 
By unanimous consent the Senate took up for 
consideration Senate Bill No. 193—Au Act to provide 
for the publication cf the e'ebates and proceeding* 
of the Constitutional Conveution of the State of 
California (by Mr. Johnson). 
Mr. Dickinson said th at he consented to the taking 
up of the bill in advance of the insolvency bill 
for the reason th at he b eliv éd 
he till wa* 
one of great im portant» to the Legislature and to 
the State. 
If the bill was to be passed at all, an \ 
he believed it should be, it ought to be disposed of 
as soon as possible, as it contained a provision that 
as soon as it became a law either house of the Leg­ 
islature could call upon th e owner*» of the noie9 f<*r 
transcriptions of s ich portions of the debates as it 
might desire to throw light u jn n ar.y question pend­ 
ing before the Legislature. 
Measures were roon 
coming before the Senate on which there was a very 
great difference of opinion as to tho intent of the 
framers of the Constitution, and he wanted all the 
light thrown upon he could g t. 
Mr. W endell opposed the passage of the bill on 
the ground th at the State could get along without 
these debates, and it was indulging in a luxury in­ 
stead of providing for a i eccssity, 
He argued that 
they were of no value as a:i aid to a judicial con­ 
struction of the Constitution and would not control 
decisions. The State was not in a condition now to 
spend so much money on the rit.ting of debates. 
There was a great cry of com p'aint of people starv­ 
ing, and of hard tim es generally, and the expenses 
of the State ought to be cut down as low as punible. 
Mr. Enos spoke in favor of the passage of the bill. 
While he desired to cut off all unnecessary expend­ 
iture of money, he was always ready to vote to edu­ 
cate the people. 
He held th at there were speeches 
now entombed in those debates th at were full of re­ 
search and study, and they ought to be handed 
down to posterity for the education of the people *f 
the State in its u out im portant history. 
Among the 
members of the Conveution were some of the ablest 
men in the State, and their speeches ought to be 
preserved in some authentic form. 
It was always 
money well spent to educate a people in the funda­ 
mental principles of tbo Government under which 
they lived. 
.Mr. CllBNBY also spoke in favor of the bill. 
After 
speaking of the hiato ical value of the debates he 
said, in reply to Mr. Wendell's statem ent that it was 
a luxury, th at all history i? more or lees a luxury. 
The history of the past is not an actual necessity, 
for the lessons of experience are impressed upon the 
succeeding generations oue by one, and the world 
would move along successfully w ithout it. 
But the 
mind craves historical food. 
What would wc not 
give for a verbatim report of the debates in Eng­ 
land preceding Cromwell’s pro'eetorate, or in Paris 
preceding the great Revolution ? This is an epoch 
in the history of California which should have its 
me morials ami landmarks. 
Our children a ill ask, 
“ Wli it were the causes which led up to this radical 
change in our constitutional law 7 ’ 
W hat is a bet­ 
ter index to it than the views expressed by our 
representative men in th at Convention? There are 
m tsterpieces of eloquence to h i found there, which 
have no s u p rio r in English or American oratory. 
Mr. Chase favored tho bill, on the ground of the 
great historical value of the debates. 
He held in 
his hand two thin books, which were the journals 
of the two Constitutional Conventions of the State 
of Wi-consin, held in 1S40--7 and 1847-3, of which 
he was a member. 
They were the only record of 
thtme im portant Conventions, as shorthand report­ 
ers were not then employed ; bu t if he could now 
obtain the debates <4 those Conventions he would 
h i willing to give $00 a copy for them . 
He believed 
the work would be a valuable acquisition to the 
State Library, and a most valuable work of refer­ 
ence for future generations. 
The roll was called and the bill (kissed by a vote 
of 28 ayes to 7 noes.

These years 
would recur regularly a t periods of tw enty- 
eight y e irs if it were not for the fact all 
the years divisible by four w ithout a re­ 
m ainder are not leap years, as they were 
according to the Ju lian calendar. 
Juliu s 
Cmsar, or rath er the Egyptian astrouom er, 
Sosigenes, considered tire year as contain­ 
ing 36r>!\tays, but as this was too long by 
a little more than 11 m iuutes, and as the 
error had iucreased more than 10 days at 
the sixteenth century, Fope Gregory X III. 
made a new rule for leap year. 
I t is as 
follows : The leap years are, first, those 
whose num bers are exactly divisible by 
four and not by one hundred ; second, 
those whose num bers are divisible by 400 
and not by 4,000.
